To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road 
Aid for the permanent improvement of Highways, Town 
to raise $173.36, and State to contribute $1,155.73. 


6. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
Memorial Day and make appropriation for same. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise or appropriate 
thessumuol Sac . 4: to purchase advertising space in the 
1961 Guide of Merrimack Valley Region, or act in relation 
thereto. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise or appropriate 
$500. for the New Fire Truck Fund.

Litchfield has been very fortunate in going through 1959 
with a small fire loss. ($150.00 approximately) In area, our 
town is small but it is spread out lengthwise with approxi- 
mately 28 miles of road. At present we protect our town 
with a 22 year old home made fire truck. This truck has 
given us very good service and has saved valuable property 
since we acquired it. The job of our departthent is to pro- 
tect the property and lives of the inhabitants of our town.

Fewer acres were burned, suppression costs were substan- 
tially reduced and damage to woodlands held to a mini- 
mum. The record resulted from a combination of favorable 
weather conditions, an alert warden service and a cooperat- 
ing public. 


Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing note 


58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused by 
careless smokers and debris burners. 


10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by children. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent 
minded individuals and failure of parents to properly super- 
vise children and keep matches out of their reach, annually 
cause these unnecessary fires which cost large sums to ex- 
tinguish and cause extensive damage. The elimination of 
these three causes of fires would radically change this pic- 
ture. The rules are simple— 


1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local 
forest fire warden—the law requires it. 


ho 


. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 


3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leaving 
it. 
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4. Don’t throw lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes 
from moving vehicles—use your ash tray. 


9. Don’t burn at home—Use your town dump and save 
yourself much possible difficulty, both personal and 
financial.

Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of an examination and 
audit of the accounts of the Town of Litchfield which was 
made by this Division acting under authority of Chapter 71, 
Section 27, of the Revised Statutes Annotated, which pro- 
vides in part as follows: 


“Audit on Motion of Commission. The (Tax) Commis- 
sion may cause an audit to be made of the accounts of 
any city, town, school district, village district or pre- 
cinct, as often as once in two years, or whenever con- 


ditions appear to it to warrant such audit.” 
This audit covered the fiscal year ended December 31, 1958, 
and the period from January Ist to October 31st, 1959. Ex- 
hibits as hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 
Also included is a statistical Table presenting a Ten Year 
Statement of Indebtedness, Valuation and Taxes. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Town Clerk and Trustees of Trust Funds. 
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FINANCIAL STATISTICS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1957 — Decem- 
ber 31, 1958: (Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1957 
and December 31, 1958, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As 
indicated therein the Net Debt decreased by $1,315.01 dur- 
ing 1958. Inasmuch as there were no long term notes or 
bonds outstanding, the Net Debt of $641.05 as of December 
31, 1958, represented a current deficit (excess of current 
liabilities over total assets) of like amount. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 
An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
town during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the fact- 
ors which caused the change indicated therein. These were 
as follows:

Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expendi- 
tures—Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 
and A-4) 

Comparative statements of appropriations and expen- 
ditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1958, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and 
A-4. As indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit A-4), a 
net overdraft of appropriations of $921.35, less a revenue 
surplus of $282.59, resulted in a net budget deficit of $638.76. 
Summary of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 

A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for 
the fiscal year ended December 31, 1958, made up in ac- 
cordance with the uniform classification of accounts, is in- 
cluded in Exhibit B-1. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance, as 
of October 31, 1959, is shown in Exhibit G. 
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AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as 
well as entries in the books of record. Receipts were check- 
ed by source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and 
expenditures verified. Book balances were verified by com- 
parison with reconciled bank balances made from state- 
ments obtained from depository banks. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Indebtedness, Valuation and Taxes: 


Table I presents a Ten Year Statement of Indebted- 
ness, Valuation and Taxes. It will be noted that during the 
period from December 31, 1949 to December 31, 1958, the 
financial condition of the Town changed from a Surplus of 
$909.54 to a Net Debt of $641.05. 

During the same period the assessed valuation of tax- 
able property increased from $513,059 to $678,934, or 32%. 
The amount of the annual tax levy increased from 
$14,109.12 to $52,277.92, or 270%. 

The local tax rate increased from $2.75 to $7.70 per 
hundred, compared to the average tax rate for the State 
which increased from $4.31 to $5.15 during this period. 


Adjustment of Treasurer’s Balance: 

It will be noted in Exhibit G that an adjustment was 
made in the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1958. As 
a result of Treasurer’s funds which were lost through theft 
during 1958, the balance was reduced by $183.41, from 
$15,781.25 to $15,597.84. The Treasurer’s beginning bal- 
ance for 1959 should be the latter amount. 


Tax Sale: 

When the Town is the purchaser at a tax sale a town 
order and check should be issued to the Tax Collector for 
the amount of taxes bought by the town. This check should 
include the amount of taxes, interest to date of sale and costs 
incident thereto. It should be given to the Collector im- 
mediately following the tax sale. 


Commitment of National Bank Stock Taxes: 
National Bank Stock Taxes should be committed to the 
Tax Collector and included in the list and warrant. 
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Selectmen’s Record of Receipts and Expenditures: 


The Board of Selectmen should adopt the use of the 
Class A, loose leaf form of Receipts and Expenditures book. 
This provides for the classification of all accounts which are 
included in the prescribed system of uniform classifications. 
The bond Class B form currently used is inadequate and its 
use has been generally discontinued. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955 re- 
quire that this report or the summary of findings and rec- 
ommendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published in 
the next annual report of the Town. 
We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Litchfield for their assistance during the course of the audit.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


The School Board wishes to express their gratitude to 
all of those people who have contributed to making this 
school year successful. 


The earnest cooperation of Mr. Adrian Labrie, not only 
made the new addition available for the first day of school, 
but also gave the district a very fine building for an equally 
low cost. 


The two new class rooms are nicely decorated as to 
color contrast, as well as being properly lighted and pleasant 
to occupy. The teachers room, although it is not elaborate 
or frilly, does give them some needed privacy. This room 
also helps in the care of a child that may become ill, and in 
the regular duties and inspections of our school nurse. 


We luckily retained the same competent teaching staff 
of the previous year, with the addition of Miss Dorothy 
Welch. We have had several inquiries as to why we do not 
have a music teacher. Nearly all the surrounding districts 
do have a one day a week program for music, so we would 
like to ask your pleasure in this matter. 


The children now have the benefit of a manual type 
merry-go-round as a supplement to the previous playground 
equipment. This was made possible by the Parent Teachers 
Association, who not only supplied it, but installed it as well. 
This is the type of cooperation that develops a very healthy 
and necessary understanding, and establishes a mutual 
working bond between everyone concerned with their 
school. 


The census report indicates that there will be no re- 
lief in student enrollment. This situation is also further 
assured by the large number of building lots sold during the 
past year. We may as well face the fact that more and more 
people are moving into our community. This makes our 
obligation greater and leaves us no alternative but more 
concentrated effort, on not only the board members, but the 
entire townspeople as well. 


In closing, we again wish to thank everyone for their 
past efforts, and sincerely look forward to your helpful 
understanding in the future.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and citizens of Litchfield, New Hamp- 
shire: 


It is with genuine pleasure that I submit my fifth an- 
nual report as your Superintendent of Schools. 

It must give every resident of Litchfield a satisfying 
feeling of accomplishment when you drive by your school 
and reflect upon the accomplishments brought about over 
the last few years. From a three room building with three 
teachers in the eight grades to an eight room building with 
seven teachers in 1959. The new two room addition now 
gives you a physical plant that should solve Litchfield’s 
school housing problem for some time to come for in every 
grade but the combined seventh and eighth there is room to 
absorb a considerable increase in pupil enrollment. It can 
be said of Litchfield that her school children have received 
first consideration in the providing of a competent teach- 
ing staff, adequate instruction tools to work with, and pleas- 
ant, comfortable classrooms in which to work. Your Schoo! 
Board and you the voters are to be commended for having 
the foresight to recognize your needs and the courage to 
see that they were met. 


NEW TEACHERS 


As a result of increased enrollment it was found neces- 
sary to divide the combined fifth and sixth grades into single 
grades. To carry this out Miss Dorothy Welch was hired to 
teach grade 5 with Mrs. Weymouth continuing with grade 
6. Miss Welch is a graduate of Rivier College with a Bache- 
lor of Arts Degree in Elementary Education. ?’'m happy to 
say that Miss Welch has proven to be a happy addition to 
our staff. It is worthy of note that Miss Welch has a number 
of courses in Art while at Rivier and has been using her Art 
background to good advantage in her class work. 


ADDITIONS AND IMPROVEMENTS 


I have already mentioned the importance of the new 
two room addition with a teachers’ room that is shared 
with Mrs. Hale, School Nurse, in her testing program. The 
continued improvement of the school grounds through the 
combined efforts of the Schoo! Board & P.T.A. is indicative 
of the pride taken in your school. Playground equipment 
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provided by the P.T.A. is a good start toward giving the 
little ones especially something to do in their free time. The 
addition of one piece of equipment each year would soon fill 
the needs for playground equipment. 

Because of the large classes moving into the combined 
seventh and eighth grades in 1960-61 your School Board 
and Superintendent are recommending that an additional 
teacher be hired and these two grades be departmentalized. 
By doing this one teacher trained in Math and Science could 
handle grades 7 & 8 in those subjects, while the other teach- 
er would handle Social Studies and English. By doing this 
we would not only upgrade the instructional program but 
the pupils would be better trained to cope with the varied 
high school program when they went on. This change 
would be a definite step in the right direction and I hope, 
solve our crowded classroom problems for some time. 


INSTRUCTIONAL 


Mr. Paul L. O’Neil, Helping Teacher, has been able to 
carry on his fine work in developing the instructional pro- 
gram at your school. The cooperation of Principal Harry 
Econ and the entire staff has been instrumental in making 
Mr. O’Neil’s efforts pay dividends. As the complete report 
on the instructional program follows I will only say that I 
am most pleased with Mr. O’Neil’s progress in upgrading 
our instructional program. 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 


Did you notice that Litchfield under the guidance of 
Mrs. Morrill again won the Supervisory Union Prize Speak- 
ing Contest? 

That Tref Marsan and Mrs. Haskins are once again 
providing a fine hot lunch (dinner) for your youngsters? 

That local pride in the building is evidenced in its im- 
proved overall appearance? 

In closing I wish to express my appreciation to the 
School Board, citizens, teachers, and pupils for their con- 
tinued cooperation. It has made my work in Litchfield a 
most satisfying experience.

I herewith submit my report as Helping Teacher in the 
Town of Litchfield, New Hampshire. 


Let me begin by defining the basic function of the Ele- 
mentary School: 


“The basic function of the Elementary School is to guide 
every child to have those living and learning experi- 
ences that will enable him to behave as a responsible, 
considerate, contributing citizen at every stage of his 
development.” 


I particularly like this definition as it applies to the 
Litchfield School. I am happy to report that there exists in 
the Litchfield faculty a conscientious and energetic drive to 
provide your children with the kind of education they so 
aptly deserve. It is heartwarming to observe the response 
given the teachers by the children as they set about to di- 
gest our prescribed curriculum. 


One only need check the results of achievement tests 
administered this past year to determine whether or not 
“Johnny Can Read” in the Litchfield School. Johnny not 
only can read but he can perform most satisfactorily in 
reading and writing. The Litchfield test results stand up 
commendably as one scans the performance of pupils na- 
tionwide. 


Your School Board deserves much credit for the kind 
of interest they have shown in the school, its pupils, teach- 
ers, and administrators, as well as the educational program 
inherent in the school. 


Last year, as a part of my annual report, I suggested 
the separation of grades five and six to make for an improv- 
ed classroom learning-teaching situation. This plan was 
carefully thought out by this office, your school board, and 
the townspeople of Litchfield. Unanimous approval has re- 
sulted in a well-balanced grade arrangement. 


Your approval of the newly constructed addition to the 
school made this split in the combined classes possible. 
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Your administrative officers have now before them the 
problem of a bulky combination of grades seven and eight. 
Once again, we realize that you want the very best in educa- 
tional offerings for your children. With the help of an ad- 
ditional teacher it is hoped that a modified form of depart- 
mentalization of these junior high classes be instigated. You 
are aware of the kinds of problems that occur in the all- 
important stages of adolescence. These problems coupled 
with the educational problems that arise make it almost in- 
surmountable for one teacher to cope with the situation 
adequately. 


The Parent Teachers Association in Litchfield has been 
most cooperative in providing supplementary reading ma- 
terials geared to all grade levels; purchasing playground 
equipment; and improving the appearance of the school in 
other ways. This healthy climate makes our administrative 
tasks seem all the more worthwhile. 


I take pride in your school and thank God that I share 
in making it a wholesome workshop for living and learning 
in a complex world.
